Good Morning: 

This is the morning after the greatest basketball season in Muh¬ 
lenberg's history. If you’ve seen any newspapers in the last few days, 
including the STARS AND STRIPES and YANK, you’ve read about it and 
you’ve heard how Muhlenberg finally lost the first round of the Nation¬ 
al Invitational Tournament in Madison Square Garden. 

The Blue Demons of DePaul University, favored to win the tourna¬ 
ment, took the measure of Muhlenberg's Marine and Navy team by the 
score of 68 to 45 to eliminate the Mules from further tourney play. 

But it was not until the final quarter of the game that the powerful 
Chicago team, paced by 6 foot 9 inch George Mikan who scored 27 of his 
team’s points, put the game on ice with a spurt the Mules were unable 
to stop. Sports writers and.those who saw the game are betting that 
no one else will be able to stop them. 

But here on the campus we're still cheering for the team and for 
Coach Julian for taking Muhlenberg to previously unattained heights in 
inter-collegiate athletics. 

The last time we wrote to you we brought you up-to-date on the 
regular season and its record of 20 victories in 23 starts. In a post¬ 
season game last Saturday night, the powerful Sampson Naval Training 
Station Team defeated us 52 to 47. 

So much for basketball. Nov/, we'll begin thinking about track, 
baseball, and perhaps tennis. 

Jot this one down in your geography books: There’s now a LAKE 
MUHLENBERG. By action of Allentown's City Council, the municipal boat¬ 
ing lake along the Cedar Creek Parkway just south of the campus, has 
officially been given that name in honor of the College and because of 
its proximity to it. It’s a great spot for boating during the summer 
(when the College or the City acquire some boats) and popular for ice 
skating in the winter. You’ll probably remember the spot we're talking 
about and we hope you'll get as great a kick out of the name as v/e do.

During the past few weeks there have been a few changes on the 
campus. John W. Oberley, president of the Allentown Business College, 
has been named business officer of Muhlenberg, a temporary war-time 
appointment, and Alvin W. Piartzell has been named to the newly created 
position of superintendent of buildings and grounds. They're taking 
over some of the responsibilities John Wagner left behind him when he 
took on new ones in the Navy. 

The third term of Muhlenberg's current academic year is now well 
under way with another strong Naval unit on board for training under 
the V-12 program. Civilian enrollment took another slight decrease-- 
entirely anticipated because of selective service regulations—to 122 
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mon. At that we're doing much bettor than many other colleges and 
universities, some of them normally much larger than Muhlenberg.. 
Everybody is still busier than the proverbial—you name it. 

Talking about new students, we are proud to number among our men 
in civilian ranks Edwin P. Bastian of Trexlertown, who was with the 
first Marinos to land on Guadalcanal. Bastian, who was severely 
wounded in battle, has been given a medical discharge and, under the 
rehabilitation program of the U.S. Veteran’s Administration, entered 
Muhlenberg to begin his training for the ministry. After completing 
his college course he plans to enter Mount Airy Seminary. He is the 
first veteran of World War II to entor Muhlenberg as a freshman. You 
can help your College by telling men in your company about Muhlenberg 
and suggesting it as a part of their post-war plans. 

The number of men who are with you in uniform is still growing. 
Today our list includes 889 names--men serving in all parts of the 
world and training in all parts of this country. So far as we can tell 
from the addresses on file 139 of our men in the Army are serving over¬ 
seas, 45 of our Navy men are at sea, and 10 of our Marines have APO 
addresses. This letter will go to all of them and it is going also to 
men in 45 of the 48 states, skipping only Iowa, Montana, North Dakota, 
West Virginia, and Wyoming. 

Today Mrs. Ritter and my Girl Friday are reading the proof of the 
March issue of the Alumni Magazine. You'll be receiving your copy 
shortly if wo have your correct address on file. In the issue v/e are 
listing the names of all Alumni in service under a geographical arrange¬ 
ment which will help you determine whether wo have your most recent 
address. When you got the Magazine, please check the list for your own 
name and the names of any other Muhlenberg men you know to be in the 
armed forces. We are anxious to keep in touch with all of you. Thanks.

Ho had the interesting experience of speaking to the 
Comanche Indians at the nearby reservation and the choir of their church 
presented a Christmas pageant for the men of the Fort Sill Post. 

Wollace J. Eberts '43 is still blowing that trumpet, sounding notes 
familiar on the campus for four years. Ho is stationed at the Billings 
General Hospital at Fort Benjamin Harrison, Indiana and is a member of 
the Fourth Medical Training Regiment Band which played before President 
Roosevelt, Prime Minister Churchill, and other dignitaries during the 
Third War Loan show on the Washington Monument grounds. It's double 
duty for him because he's also on the job in the hospital. 

Lieutenant Charles R. Eisenhart '33 is teaching meteorology to 
Navigation Cadets at the Hondo Army Air Field, Hondo, Texas. The news 
letter a few weeks ago helped Lieutenant Colonel Luther Gerhard »22 a 
chaplain in the Marine Gorps, and Lieutenant (j.g.)
